COLLIERY WORKING. 

Sir,—Your correspondent wishes to have some advice as to the best 
mode of working his coal seam, the rise being, I think he states, very consi- 
derable—about 1 in 2. .J presamethe advice he requires refers more to the 
mode of ing the coal to the shaft than the lar mode of work- 
ing the coal; however, I will just remark that the nature of the coal as to 
hardness, and the roof and thill, ought to determine the mode of working 
—that is, whether it ought to be “long wall” or “pillar and stall,” or 
some modification of either; therefore, without particulars as to these con- 
ditions it is impossible to advise on this point. But with respect to the 
mode of conveying the coal to the shaft, the great rise in the seam leaves, 
I think, only one way of doing this economically—that is, by applying the 
principle of the self-acting incline plane; this is done very simply, by using 
a small hemp-rope, and a metal sheave, or wheel, about 14 in, in diameter. 

.This wheel is fixed in the face of the work by means of a single stron 
prop, or upright, the rope passed round the sheave and attached to the tu 
or tram used for ing the coal, and on the other side a small balance 
tram is attached, which-runs upon a side road. The loaded tub or tram 
takes this balance tram up, and the latter takes up the empty coal carriage. 
This is the mode of running the coal down to the levels, which will, as a 
matter of course, be driven out; the upright to which the wheel is attached 
being removed forward as the work progresses. Some, however, would 
drive what are called cross-headings to the rise, and conduct the main work- 
ings, whether bord or long wall, on the level course; but this is only a 
matter of detail, which can be arranged according tocircumstances. But 
in any case the apparatus we have described will be useful to run the coals 
down either long wall, bord gates, bords, or cross-headings. So much for 
given the merest outlines. 

In order to work the dip coal a small wire-rope ought to be taken down 
one of the shafts attached to the winding-engine, or other engine on the 
surface, and the coals drawn from the dip by this means; the coals being 


‘ run down to the levels on the dip side of the shafts, in the same manner we 


have described for the rise side-—July 29. M, E. 





WINDING-UP COMPANIES. 


Srr,—Here is another. instance of the reckless mode of management 
under the vaunted safety-valve called the Cost-book System. Ihave no- 
ticed the complaints of your numerous correspondents, and know too well 
that those complaints are founded in strict truth. In a cause in Chancery 
the other day, it was proved against the purser that he received a transfer 
from me to his own name by my client; that he gave a receipt for such transfer, ac- 
knowledging that he had recefved all calls made upon the shares so tranaferred ; that 
he had put such transfer on one side, neglecting to register it; that he thus kept the 
shares in my client’s name to his own personal advantage ; while, to lull my client to 
sleep, he systematically thereafter avoided sending him any notices of the meetings, or 
any other particulars of the company. After alapse of two or three years, my client is 
placed on the list of contributories, on the ground that he should have seen that his ser- 
vant (the purser) duly registered the transfer! 

In another case, certain payments were made through me in one instance to get rid of 
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ividends, and the probability, therefore, is, ‘Aat ina. 
of West Trevelyan will also reach the rich bunches of ore. The mine is fally supplied 
with machinery, the great expenses are at an end, meetings are held quarterly, and re- 
gular sales of ore are made, and although the sales are at present but small, they are ex- 
pected to increase. The shares are selling for a mere song—8s. or 10s, each—and this 
simply from the fact that they are neglected by the market. To parties who are looking 
for mining stock in which the risk is trifling, and the chances of success great, J recom- 
mend West Wheai Trevelyan: still it may prove a failure. 

I cannot conclade this letter without again cautioning speculators not to risk too much 
of their money In new mines,and to bear in mind, whatever prospectuses may say 
to the contrary, that but very few tin or copper mines get into a dividend state before 
about 20,0007. has been spent about them. I will instance the two most promising 
mines in Cornwall—Pendeen Consois and Wheal Grenville ; the former has called up 
about 20,000/., and the latter double as much. The shareholders are now about to reap

Srr,—In the Journal of July 18 you refer to my name in connection 
with the proceedings of this company at their general meeting. You annex 
a verbatim copy of a circular I addressed to the shareholders, embodying 
a proposed resolution, condemning the directors and their entire proceed- 
ings. You very naturally remark that you should have considered the di- 
rectors would have been but too anxious to explain away such assertions, 
and not have allowed them to remain uncontradicted. In the Journal of last week you 
again refer to me by name, and add a correspondent’s statement as the result of the ad- 
jJourned meeting of the 23d inst. The charges which I make against the directors are 
so serious, and the consequences so fatal, that you may be sure they have not been ad- 
vanced hastily, or without the clearest proofs. In this simple fact it is at once explained 
why the directors, in public meeting, were compelled to sit for two mortal hours and listen 
to such a series of charges at my hands as seldom is dared to be laid openly to any man. 
I undertook to prove my case from their own words and actions, and not the slightest 
attempt was made to justify or explain away my charges. They were unanswerable. 
The directors carried their motion by a clearly illegal vote, and the forfeiture of nearly 
half the proprietors’ shares, and immediately broke up the meeting, without naming new 
directors, auditors, or even producing the yearly accounts, which should have been cir- 
culated seven days before the meeting. I will not enter into particulars. Your corre- 
spondent has carefully excluded such in his partial report, but I may add that the pub- 
lic will be made acquainted with these directors’ extraordinary proceedings in the proper 
Court of Justice. I have acted all through under a sense of public duty, and nothing 
shall deter me from proceeding in that path but entire restitution to all injured parties. 

The report is a misstatement as regards the “ promoter-directors ” (Messrs. Kearns 
and Burke) having relinquished their purchase-money ; but I will not now allude further 
to this and the more serious charges I have against these gentlemen, for reasons al:

them. Although it is quite true that at law the transfer could not be set up as a defence 
against the rights of individaal creditors, in equity the case is different. The registrar 
should make two lists, as in bankru firstly, of persons primarily liable (the pre- 
sent holders of shares); secondly, of persons only lable upon the failure of those par- 
ties; and these persons can then only be liable for debts created while they were re- 
spectively partners in the concern, Aberyswith, July 29.

ADVICE TO SPECULATORS, BOTH YOUNG AND OLD. 


Sir,—Often do I hear exclaim, ‘‘ Confound these calling 
mines; are calls never to cease? are dividends never to be commenced?” 
Others I have heard threatening to resign their shares to the company, and 
heartily wishing both mines and secretaries, captains and directors, to a cer- 


tain place, which is represented as being too hot to be agreeable. 


I can truly sympathise with them, as I have been through all the “ ex- 
periences,” have many times been so wicked as to express the same wish myself, un- 
reasonable though I well knew it to be; but when the pocket is affected, I am afraid 
that unreasonableness is the general failing of mankind. , 

Calling Mines! What are they? Why dividend mines in embryo. “ Bah! 
of them never become dividend mines.” True, a boy is a man in embryo, but many 
never become men, notwithstanding all the expense and anxiety attending them. Itis 
a law of Nature that there shall be disappointments in everything, and Nature has been 
remarkably profuse in her disappointments as regards mining. I heara thousand readers 
exclaim, “ True ; that’s a fact, at all events.” Yes, and knowing it to be so, the greater 
caution is necessary speculating in new mining companies ; but let us not be un- 
reasonable in our expectations. 

Dividend mines areas necessary as the food weeat ; but how are we to get them with- 
out at first spending a large sum of money in sinking shafts, driving levels, erecting ma- 
chinery, exploring in this direction and in that direction, east, west, north and south ; 
and can this be done in mines for a mere trifle? Take the list of dividend mines, 
and, although there are a few exceptions, it will be found that on an average from 
15,0002, to 20,0007. is required to be spent about a tin or copper mine before it gets into 
a paying state. Then, assuming this to be a fact, mines must make calls to thisamount 
either when they are first started, or periodically ; therefore, let not speculators be de- 
ceived, or deceive themselves, by supposing they are about to be in possession of divi- 
dend mines for a few shillings a share. I know there have been such things—Devon 
Great Consols, for instance—but they happen so rarely that they should never be taken 
into consideration. 

Frequently have I heard speculators complain that they have given 10s. each for shares 
in a mine,and have paid another 10s. on each share in calls, and still the mine has not 
reached the dividend state. Strange, indeed, ifit had! Others, again, complain, and 
with some reason, that, meray enices | they keep paying calis, their shares do not rise 
in price, and that in general the more calls there are made the less are the shares worth. 
This is certainly a fact, and is a very curious anomaly, confined entirely, I should ima- 
gine, to mining. Ifa company were formed to byild a hotel or a ship, and were tomake 
calls to complete them, their shares would increase in value according to the money 
spent, and continue to get higher and higher until the hotel or ship was completed ; and 
ifany decline in price then took place it would be only when the speculation proved a 
failure. Now, in mining the work is done wu nd, just as much as in building 
a ship or @ hotel the work is done above ground, and yet very frequently the shares 
sell at no higher price after 10,0007. or 20,0007. has been spent about the mine than they 
were selling at when the mine was first started, and not a shilling spent about it; 
often, indeed, not for evena quarter the amount! 

Speculators thus get disgusted with mining, and dispose of their shares for anything 
they can get. The party who buys them also gets tired of them, after paying a few 
calls, and sells them at a loss. A third party now buys them, who has made enquiries 
about the mine, and finds that in a few fathoms deeper the shaft will be at the same 
depth at which the rich run of ore ground was discovered in the adjoining mines; he 
keeps them until the depth is reached, makes up his mind to pay all calls which may 
be made, and if in the interim the shares decline in price, he increases his interest. In 
the mean time thesinking of the shaft proceeds, the character of the lode has changed, 
the rich ran of ore ground is reached, and a sudden demand springs up for the shares, 
which are now worth as many pounds as they cost the last purchaser shillings. 

Had the first proprietor of the shares held on, the probability is he would have 
made money by them, instead of losing by them. Many atime have I known shares 
thrown aside as worthless—and as regards the market price of them they were so, as 
no one would take them even as a gift—when behold, on some fine morning not a month 
after their supposed worthiessness, the whole mining market is in a state of excitement 
about them, and the very shares which could not be given away a month since arenow 
enquired for in all directions, all are buyers, and none are disposed to sell—a discovery 
has been made in the most unexpected manner; telegrams are sent to ascore of brokers 
to buy upall the shares they can get without any limit as to price, and the miue, which 
was so utterly neglected by both broker and speculator, becomes the favourite market 
mine for several months, all other favourites for that time being thrown aside. The 
excitement becomes so great, that theshares go considerably higher than their value— 
reason is quite out of the question, and the price is now gone from one extreme to the 
other. Many of my readers well know that what I have stated are facts, having them- 
selves been witnesses of them over and over again. Let us, learn a lesson 


from such facts. 
Mines are started, enormous premiums are paid for them, calls are made, and many thon- 
sands of pounds are spent in opening them; shareholders get tired, sell their shares for 
one-tenth their cost, and allow other's to come in and reap all the advantages of their 
Well, this has been the process hitherto, and will, no doubt, continue to be go. 
Now, [ask if it is not folly to speculate in ines where not a shilling has as yet 
been spent, and to refuse to pay the same money for mines which are fully supplied with 
machinery, where shafts are sunk, levels driven, ore already discovered, and on which 
ten times as much has been spent in opening the mine than the mine is now selling at ? 

J. L, WALKER, 
LEGITIMATE MINING IN CARDIGANSHIRE, 
Srr,—My excellent friend, “C. T.,” of Carmarthen, will keep harping 
away on his one string,—‘‘ Mr. Smyth said so in his book,” quotha! and 
nothing will ever make him think otherwise. He is like the famous fiddler, 
Anthony Banden, who could only play one tune, and who duly despised 
all other fiddlers for monopolising the profits of his profession. Here am 
I, wretch that I am, that have been working away in the very rocks in dis- 
pute for 36 years. When I left school I began to dig tin out of the granite, and copper 
out of the slate and trap rocks, breaking them with pickaxes, blasting them with gun- 
powder, having the fragments of them in my hands continually for nearly 40 years, as- 
saying them by the flery, analysing them by the humid process; and yet, says “C, T.,” 
I know nothing about them—I do not know the difference between a piece of trap rock 
and -slate, or clay-siate and granite. Why, if “C.T.” and I had a dispute about 
the difference between a potato and a turnip, of which he might have some knowledge— 
or, rather, a difficulty about which was which—and I sent theone that I maintained to 
be the potato, but which “C. T.” with equal persistency maintained to be the tarnip, 
to some convenient place for inspection and decision, people might think, whatever they 
thought of the calibre of brains that led to such a quarrel, that I had done my part to- 
wards its settlement. But “C.T.” evidently belongs to the Naggieton famliy, and he 
will naggle upon this trap for ever; the chord line of his thick-witted mind will be his 
dispute with me about the trap everlastingly. I point out to him the delicacy of the 
shades of difference in some of these rocks, but he will make himself the exponent of 
Shakspeare’s great aphorism—“ Fools rush in where angels fear to tread.” In vain I 
quote that maestro, Sir Henry de la Beche, who, as a geologist, must certainly be equal 
to our Carmarthenshire phenomenon ; for, as an , if not a practica 
he has devoted a life to it, and he well says, in his “ Report of the Grauwacke Group of 
Cornwall,” page 88—“ Numerous bands of the greenstone and other trappean rocks are 
found in the strike of the beds. Some of these bands are formed of greenstone, to some 
varieties of which it is, as usual, more difficult to assign names.” In page 99, he says 
—“ Some of the trap-rocks are hard, some seem contemporaneously intrusive, others are 
somewhat schistose, combining the appearance of sedimentary deposits of trappean mat- 
ter.” And speaking of an elvan (which is one of the trap-rocks) at Newham Quarry, 
he says, even its porphyritic character becomes lost, and we have a substance instead 
not unlike the arenaceous rocks. Here, then, is a gentleman whose word we cannot 
dispute giving us the shades of difference, and the difficulty of deciding between some 
rocks of the trappean family. And because Mr. Smyth might have overlooked an out- 
burst of the igneous rocks in Cardiganshire, we hear “C. T.,” great in geology, boldly 
denying the existence of rocks of which I undertake to show him a iittle mountain be- 
tween Ystraedmaeric and Ysprytty Ystwith, And I say, from analogy, that these rocks 
are likely to be the very origin of the Lisburne Mines veins; but because he has seen 
something to the contrary in print, be has no difficulties or scruples in deciding what 
Sir Henry de la Beche or Mr. Smyth would only take upon them to assert, after a due 
examination of the questionable rock. M.Founet speaks of having compared specimens 
of the porphyry, often termed metalliferous porphyry, with each other, and found the 
most striking resemblance between them in different mining districts. This is the real 
reading of the matter; in truth, the porphyries accompanying the metals are similar 
in all mining districts; and, as M. Fournet states, the veins in the slate produced more 
silver as they approach the porphyries, to this rule Cardiganshire is no exception. The 
exception, I am obliged but sorry to say is in the understanding of “C, T.,” which ap- 
pears to be unaple to comprehend such a deep matter. These rocks present difficalties

MINING IN IRELAND. 

Sme,—Seeing in your report of the late meeting of the Carysfort Mining 
Company that a shareholder had stated that I had found a tin lode on the 
property, I beg to say the gentleman misanderstood my statement, which 
merely applied to some grains of tin ore found in the streams of Wicklow, 
and this fact induced me to observe that a tin lode might be found, if 
searched for—the geological structure of the country warranting the asser- 
tion. Nor did I in any way claim to be the original discoverer of that metal, as I had 
been frequently assured it existed. I should have taken up this subject earlier, but 
wished to look up authorities to bear me out; this, as you will see below, I have now 
done. During the discussion on the subject of tin ore at the meeting, Mr. Gilbert 
Sanders stated, “ No doubt I had, like himself, been deceived by grains of magnetic tron 
ore, and mistaken them for those of tin.” My education and experience could not allow 
me to fall into this error, a simple test being always at hand to settle the matter. As 
well might I say this great entomologist might mistake a cockroach for an humblebee.

We gave a few weeks since some details with reference to the develop- 
ment of the mineral wealth of Prussia, and we promised to return on an 
early occasion to the 1 attained in the extraction of coal in that 
country. Circumstances have hitherto ate ag us from carrying out our 
pledge, but we now proceed to do so. has extremely rich mines, 
coal can easily be extracted at comparatively small depths, and navigable 
streams and economic rates of transport are also available. It might have been ex- 
pected, then, that the working of Prussian coal would have attained a great develop- 
ment; but for a long time past the progress of coal mining industry has been impeded 
in the Prussian dominions by the imperfect legislation prevailing on the subject, and the 
heaviness of the rents insisted on. The intervention of the Administration in the work- 
ing of mines was a few years since so minute, that industrials were not even able to 
dismiss workmen when they deemed it right and fitting todoso, This system has given 
Place to a more liberal régime, and the proportional rent has also been reduced, so that 
collieries can now rapidly develope their operations. Prussian coal has for a long time 
had to struggle in the North of Germany against English coal, arriving direct via the 
Baltic; and the coal of the Rahr reached Berlin with difficulty, in consequence of the 
high tariffs of the railway companies, and the excessive division of networks which in- 
volved fixed charges for the profit of each undertaking concerned, besides producing ir- 
regularities and delays in deliveries. The railway companies have now come to the con- 
clasion that it is their interest to give collieries facilities for extending their sale zone, 
and they have formed unions,so as to secure a complete fusion as regards the working 
of all lines having direct communication with each other. A suppression of the system 
of fixed expenses has thus been secured, as well as uniformity of tariffs, and their pro- 
gressive reduction. The effects of these wise measures will be seen in the statistical 
statements to which we are about to invite attention. The sale of Prussian coal has 
much increased, having exceeded, in 1861, the amount disposed of in 1860 by more than 
12 per cent. This increase was in part due to a fall in the price of coal; but it was still 
more to be ascribed to the definitive adoption of a transport tariff of about four-tenths of 
& penny per ton per mile by all the railways of the North German Association 
lines belonging to the State of Hanover. This reduction in transport expenses 
duced immediate effects, as instead of a train every three days, which formerly amp 
sufficed to transport towards the North the coal of the Ruhr and Westphalia, two trains, 
laden with 600 to 800 tons, now leave daily, one for Brunswick and Magdeburg, and the 
other for Hanover and Bremen. Thecoal production of Prussia for 1861 was as follows :—

Thus the 
Cologne and Minden Railway carried, in 1861, 1,713,961 tons, and the Berg and Manche 
906,577 tons, while the other deliveries were effected by the Prince William and West- 
phalian lines. The export of the coal of the Ruhr into Holland considerably increased 
last year, having attained a total of 466,725 tons. This coal has solow a sale price that 
it enters into competition with Belgian coal, even on the very territory of Belgium.

Mr. ODELL thought they would be justified in raising as much tinstaff as they possibly 
could, so long as the reserves were left good. 

Capt. Pryor said there were not half-a-dozen mines in Cornwall that had more re- 
serves that Wheal Kitty. 

Mr. HAMILTON would like to know ff the reserves would be lessened by the returning 
of 26 tons of tin per month ?—Capt. Pryor sald there were two importart points to be 
attained, but he felt he was quite safe in saying 22 tons per month. 

Mr. ODELL supposed when the new shaft was got down 30 tons might be expected ? 

Capt. Pryor sald there would then be no difficulty. 

The CHatkMan said the position and prospects of the mine had been very fully dis- 
cussed, the whole of which deduced itself into this one fact — that Wheal Kitty was really 
a good mine. ff any difference of opinion did exist, it was not as to whether Kitty was 
*% good mine, but as to the extent of its present and prospective value. There was no 
doubt that returns could be made without decreasing the reserves which would leave a 
handsome profit; and as the ground was opened the reserves would increase. The next 
subject which he had to bring before the meeting had reference to the committee of ma-

July 29.—I have to-day been over the Great Devon and Bedford (Colcharton) Mine 
and Tam very much pleased to find the operations are in such a forward state.

The wea Fog of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, 
on Monday, r. Joun Distin Pow zs in the chair. 

Mr. C. H. Freiper (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Cuaraman said the present was an extraordinary meeting to pro- 
pose a distribution on account of the sixth dividend out of the profits of 
the current year. Proprietors would have seen by the statement which 
had been issued that the profit realised during the past six months’ ope- 
rations compared very favourably with the profit realised during the corresponding 
period of 1862; but at the same time, it should be remarked that the half-year in 1862 
was an unusually poor one. There was no doubt that, to a great extent, the increase in 
the quantity of quartz crushed was owing to the employment of a stone-breaker (called 
Appleton’s stone-breaker), which Mr. Biand had found to be most efficacious in bruising 
the quartz. Since the circular was issued the directors had received further advices, 
from which, so far as could be at present ascertained, the profit for the month of May— 
which would include a period of six weeks—amounted to about 2500/. Twice in the 
yeara period of six weeks was taken, the usual return being for four weeks, conse- 
quently at those two periods there was an increase of 50 per cent. beyond the average 
monthly return. The circular stated that the Directors shipped in May last a 24-inch 
cylinder-engine, two 80-horse power tubular boilers, donkey-engine, &c., in accordance 
with Mr, Bland’s requisition, for the purpose of working two additional batteries of 12 
heads each, which are in course of erection. Mr. Bland states, under date of May 22 last, 
that he trusts that these batteries will be finished by the end of July, and that some work 
will be done by them during the current half-year. The stamping power by this addi- 
tion will be increased from 56 to 80 heads. The engine was shipped about three months 
since, and its cost had been paid for out of the receipts of the current half-year. 
It was hoped that it would be delivered in the colony, and arrive at the works in about 
four or five months from the time it was shipped at Liverpool. When that had been 
erected, if sufficient quartz were supplied, they would be in a position to increase the 
returns to an extent of 45 per cent. upon the present quantity. The question of yieldin 
depth would receive a practical investigation during the current half-year. Mr. Harvey, 
the manager of the Clunes Mine, and in whom Mr. Biand has the most perfect confi- 
dence, in his balf-yearly report, dated May 18 last, states “ that the new main shaft was 
77 fathoms deep; the pitwork is all complete; that operations will be commenced for 
opening out the mine in the 50 and 60 fm. levels ; that the reef, where opened out in the 
50, is looking very well; that 54 fathoms on the eastern reef had been opened out in 
length ; that the principle had been adopted of having the mine kept weli opened out in 
advance, and that, as regards the question of the continuance of the yield in depth, he 
had no fear of the result.” He (the Chairman) might mention that Mr. Harvey always 
hud the opinion that the reefs would be found to yield in depth as productively as they 
proved to be nearer the surface. Of course, it was most desirable to see that question 
settled, and it would be a somewhat anxious point to watch if those expectations were 
or were not realised. Without being very sanguine on the subject, he considered there 
were data for believing that the reefs would yieldin depth. As regards the yield of gold 
during the past year, that had, as usual, fluctaated, the lowest nonthly average having 
been 9 dwts. 15 grs., and the highest 15 dwts. 15 grs. The average of the half-year— 
12 dwts, 14 grs.—shows only a difference of 6 grs. less than the average of the year end- 
ing Sept. 30 last, and as stated in thecircular issued, an improvement over the half-year 
ending March 31, 1862, of 1 dwt.

The quantity of dressed ore treated has been 508 tons, and the quantity of fine silver ¢ 
produced has been 93,436 ozs., against 81,044 ozs. of fine silver obtained from 559 tong 
dressed ore in the previous year, showing an average increase of 22 ozs. of fine silver to 
the ton. The directors had to report an increase in the previous year of 14 per cent. in 
the standard of the ore; therefore, this additional increase of the standard is a satisfac- 
tory feature, and goes far to prove that the mine is increasing in richness in depth. The 
accounts for the present year for Santa Ana show a small profit. Up to the end of the 
year 1862 the company had to struggle with the abstraction of labour and the high price 
of provisions, which have continued almost up to the date of the last advices. The di- 
rectors in their last report adverted to the seizure by General Canal of sixteen bars of 
silver, valued at $13,623, on its way to Bogota. Through the activity of their superin- 
tendent, Mr. Birchall, the company have recovered six of these bars, of the value of 
about $4500; and he has also made a satisfactory ig with the Government 
for the payment in cash of the remaining ten bars. This shows that the present Go- 
vernment intends to act with the best faith towards us. The proceedings in the Mar- 
mato district, in which the company’s gold mines are situated, being in the province of 
Antioquia, have continued to suffer much from the revolution. The quantity of ore 
stamped at the Marmato Mines between Feb, 1 and Nov, 30 (the last two months’ re- 
turns to complete the year not having been received) has been only 6817 tons, against 
11,878 tons for a similar period of the previous year. The quantity of fine gold produced 
has been 952 ozs., and of fine silver 572 ozs., against 2408°i2 ozs. fine gold and 1546°15 
ozs. fine silver of the previous year. The result obtained in the redaction department 
has been most satisfactory. The average assay of mineral treated for the year ending 
March 31, 1863, was 179 9 ozs. of fine silver per ton, against 156°1 ozs. for the year end- 
ing March, 1862, showing an increased richness in the mineral treated during the past 
year of 22:8 0zs. The mercury consumed per ton of ore treated for the year ending 
March, 1862 was 5°72 lbs. against March 31, 1863, 4°73 lbs. On July 7 the whole of the 
machinery necessary for the effective working of the new shaft was shipped per Askaion, 
and they have every reason to suppose that on the arrival and erection of this machinery, 
which they expect to be in working order in six months from this date, the returns will 
be greatly increased. The general staff of the company remains the same as heretofore, 
with the exception of the mechanics’ department, in which Mr. Wm. Martin has suc- 
ceeded Mr. Jabez Hunter, since deceased. The mining force sent from Cornwall in Nov. 
last, has arrived at the mines; but, in consequence of sickness, the company have not 
yet derived the full benefit of their services, and they regret to add that two of their 
number, W. Phillips and Wm. Thomas have died. Notwithstanding the abstraction of 
the mineral for the whole year’s working, the reserves are fully as large as they were 
at the last meeting, and are valued at 100,0007. The progress of the new shaft, the di- 
rectors regret, has not been at all equal to their expectations; at the same time, look- 
ing at the abstraction of labour, they do not feel justified in saying that more could have 
been done, The staff, both at St. Ana, Marmato, and Bogota is in a full state of efficiency. 


The CuarrMan having referred to the chief points in the report, stated that at this 
time last year there seemed every reason to suppose that they were just on the brink 
of reaping their harvest, and there was no doubt, if the revolution had not continued, 
that a dividend would have been declared upon the present occasion. But the com- 
pany’s manager had stated, although he had had to struggle through great difficulties, he 
was happy to say he had succeeded in maintaining his position. As had been seen by 
the report, the quantity of ore abstracted during the year had produced 93,636 ozs. of 
fine silver, but the reserves had not deen diminished, being now worth, as at this time 
last year, about 100,000/. There was no doubt as the depth was extended the prospects 
would increase, for it had been seen that during the past year there had been an in- 
crease in the yield of silver of 22 ozs. of fine silver to the ton. At the last annual 
meeting the directors had to report an increase of 14 per cent. in the standard of the ore 
—therefore, as stated in the report, “ this additional 1 of the standard is a satis- 
factory feature, and goes far to prove that the mine is increasing in richness in depth.” 
The fact was, the prosperity of the company turned entirely upon the question of Jabour, 
for 80 men could not do the work of 400. Beyond the completion of the new shaft to 
the 100 fm. level, there had been very little done in that important work during the 
year. All the necessary machinery had been shipped, and when it had been ereeted 
and in work it would have the effect, he had been told by competent mining men, of 
making a difference of 80 or 100 men employed in the extraction of the ore; for instead 
of it occupying three-quarters of an hour for a man to descend or ascend, it would not 
occupy more than five minutes, and (which was of no small importance) the mai 
would beable to inspect the underground operations much more frequently. It might 
with trath be said that the property was in a highly efficient state of working, and the 
ore, as had been supposed, was increasing its richness as the depth was increased. The 
great point was the question of labour. As far as Marmato was concerned, the labourers 
were quickly returning, but to Santa Ana they were not returning so quickly as could 
be desired. The last report, however, from the agent showed that this difficulty would 
soon be overcome. It was not before December that the revolution hud ceased, but ac- 
cording to the last advices General Mosquera had been appointed President of the coun- 
try, and the consequence was the constitution was being formed; therefore, it might 
with reason be concluded that the revolution had entirely ceased. So that, unless anew 
revolution broke out, there was no question the labour would gradually come back. 
Disorganisation of the country caused disorganisation of labour, and that naturally pre- 
vented remittances being forwarded to this country, which had caused considerable dif- 
ficulty with regard to the company’s financial position on this side. In that emergency, 
it was thought prudent to communicate with some of the principal shareholders, who 
generously came forward and subscribed 6000/. for the purpose of carrying out the deve- 
lopment of the mine, and to ease the company’s financial position. And all he could say 
was, that he hoped the returns wonld be rapidly i d, and the y’s financial 
position improved. Having stated that he should be glad to answer any question, or 
furnish any additional information that might be desired, he concluded by moving the 
adoption of the report. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired if there was any disaffection in the country ? The CoHaIRMAN 
said that at the present moment the country was in a good state. Gen. Mosquera 
had been appointed president, and the different States had seceded to his authority. 
As far as could be seen there did not appear any probability of a further outbreak, and 
he hoped a strong Government would be established. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired what profit had been realised during the month of March, 
and whether any remittance was expected ?—The CHAIRMAN said that a remittance of 
10007. was expected by the next mail. The profit for March amounted to $1299, and 
that for Aprii to $5209. Mr. Birchall, in his last advices, also stated that the news 
from Santa Ana was very good ; the mineral was holding down. Some difficulty had been 
experienced in connection with the officials at the Mint, where the company had some- 
thing like 10,0007. The whole personnel, for political purposes, had to be changed, and 
men were put in office who did not d their busi The company represented 
these facts to the Government, and the necessary changes were effected, the Mint being 
now in a more efficient state. 

Mr. New enquired what results were being produced from Marmato? ~The CuainMAN 
said that at the last advices Marmato was not only paying its expenses but was pro- 
ducing a little profit. 

Mr. C. Ricnarpson drew attention to an item in the profit and loss account of 1571. 
for income tax. 

The CuarrMan said that item referred to the income tax upon the debentures. 
company deducted it, and received it back again. 

Mr. C. RicHaRDson also drew attention to an item in the balance-sheet carried to 
suspense account, He wished for some explanation, b he had d that every- 
thing had been written off. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the sum was made up by different amounts for wages, 
which had been earned, but had not been drawn. The total sum was put upon the debit 
side, in case it might become a claim. 

Mr. FaTHARLY wished to know how much deeper the new shaft would have to be 
sunk before the lode was met with ?—The CHAIRMAN said that the new shaft, now down 
to the 100, was already upon the lode; of course, when the 120 was reached the lode 
would become much richer. As the proprietors already knew, machinery had been sent 
out, which, when erected, would enable them to extract a larger quantity of mineral. 

Mr. Putiips enquired how soon it was expected the 6000/. advanced by shareholders 
would be paid off?—The CHarRMAN said it was borrowed for six months, with an ua- 
derstanding that it might be required for twelve months, ‘ 

Mr. New said that it behoved the shareholders to consider the present financial posi- 
tion of the company. It would appear they required an income of about 6000/. before 
a divisible profit were realised. There was an interest of 3000/., and the general ex- 
penses were 30007. Looking at the state of the mining property, he considered the 
general expenses were far too large. The directors’ salaries amounted to 750/. He knew 
several railway companies, the directors of which did not receive more than that. Then 
there were the auditors’ fees, 40/7.; and Mr. Evan Hopkins, for advising on reports from 
the mines, 637. He did not know whether Mr. Hopkins attended the board, or whether 
his report was merely confined to the stat ppended tothe di ’ report, Ifthe 
latter were the case, he could not help thinking that the charge was a very heavy one.

Remarks.—Our market continues flat, and all speculative feeling seems 
completely to have died out, leaving in its place only a very meagre quan- 
tum of bona fide trade. Shipments to the Continent are about up to the 
average, but for India, China, and America a considerable falling off is 
visible. Home consumers effect purchases also with great caution, just 
buying from hand to mouth, though we do not see how they can expect 
lower rates than are now ruling. 

Corrrer.—On the 27th inst. smelters of English copper announced a 
further advance in fixed rates of 37. per ton, making present prices as fol- 
lows:—Manufactured, 102/.; tough cake, tile, and ingot, 95/.; best se- 
lected, 982. This rise is certainly not warranted by any increase in the 
demand, which is still exceedingly moderate, but is made solely in conse- 
quence of the short supply of ore. There are now some sellers of second- 
hand parcels, both of manufactured and raw, a little below fixed prices. 
Foreign has not advanced to an approximate extent—Burra Burra can be 
bought at about 987. to 997.; Kapunda, 997.; Chili, 857. to 867.

the order to wind-up under the late Act; unless, indeed, the claim was barred by the 
Statute. Now, this is very unfair to former shareholders, and detrimental to new pro- 
jects, as it may deter many people from joining legitimate companies. Under the Act 
of 19 and 20 Vic., c. 4, the liability of former shareholders in cases of winding-up was 
clearly defined. The Court of Chancery has also placed a limit to responsibility of 
former shareho!ders. Steps should be taken by parties interested in mining to obtain 
an amendment of the Joint-Stock Companies Act, 1862, so as to limit the responsibility 
of former shareholders in unlimited companies.—Hancock, SHARP, AND HALEs. :

The trade returnsfor the month, andthe six months ending June 30, are 
encouraging as respects the exports of the United Kingdom; indeed, es- 
pecially so when it is borne in mind how many countries to which this 
country is in the habit of shipping are now placed in a peculiar and trying 
position in reference to their commerce. The total declared value for the 
month is set down at 11,271,527/., against 9,769,441/. in 1862, which is 
an increase of 1,502,086/.; and for the six months the aggregate is 
62,014,197/., as set against 57,314,679/. for the same period of last year, 
which is an excess of 4,699,5182. 

Of this increase of 4,699,518/., the transactions in coals, metals, and 
metallic manufactures represent 1,761,794/., after allowing for a slight de- 
crease in tin unwrought and zinc, the total of exports under these heads 
being 16,147,879/. in 1863, against 14,386,085/. in 1862. In iron there is 
an increase of 715,746/.; in copper, 649,0877.; in hardware and cutlery, 
285,540/.; in machinery, 62,7742.; in lead, 34,622/.; in tin-plates, 15,4801, ; 
in brass, 11,213/.; incoals, 6160/., and in steel 10712.; together, 1,781,6937., 
from which is to be deducted for decrease in tin unwrought 10,472/., and 
zine 9427/., making 19,8997., and leaving the balance increase, as men- 
tioned, of 1,761,794/.

Tue Dancers or MecHanicat VENTILATION—THE Wrnnstay CoL- 
uieRY ExpLosion—(Lrom a Corres, nt).— The inquest upon the 
bodies of the two men who were killed by the explosion at the Green Pit 
has resulted in a verdict that—‘ In consequence of the deceased having 
violated the rules of the colliery by taking off the tops of the lamps they 
had caused an admixture of gases, giving rise to an explosion, and result- 
ing in their death.” It can scarcely be questioned that the immediate cause 
of the explosion was as stated in the verdict—the removal of the lamp tops, 
but the evidence proves, perhaps, more certainly than any that has yet been 
published the enormous danger of substituting mechanical contrivances for 
the furnace in the ventilation of collieries. At the Wynnstay Pit the New 
British Iron Company, who own it, appear to have had as efficient machi- 
nery as could be desired. There may have been a little unncessary delay 
in getting the men out, but this delay was so short that had the furnace 
been in use there would have been no material casualty. The truth is that 
where a pit gives off gas freely a mechanical ventilator, even if it produces 
a current equal to 200,000 ft. per minute, affords but little real safety to those 
employed in the pit. In less than a quarter of an hour from the stoppage 
of the ventilating-engine, at Green Pit, the explosion occurred by which 
the men lost their lives, and there would be the same result in the case of the 
most trifling casualty happening at any pit where mechanical ventilation 
is employed. It will, of course, be understood that the term mechanical 
ventilation is used only in contradistinction to furnace ventilation. The 
danger of machine ventilation arises from the fact that whatever machine 
may be used—whether a fan, a centrifugal-pump, or a contrivance similar 
to Struvé’s, Nixon’s, &c.—the ventilation stops suddenly with the machine; 
no sooner does the machine cease working than the entire ventilation be- 
comes deranged, and precisely in proportion to the efficiency of the machine 
whilst working, so is the danger when it stops, for the greater the vacuum 
which has been created the greater will be the rush of air in the reverse 
direction in case of accident. Now, it is not so with the furnace. Where 
furnace ventilation is in use the ventilation depends upon the rarefaction of 
the air between the furnace and the surface, and, consequently, a high tem- 

must be maintained; and it may here be remarked that itis quite 
unnecessary that any of the foul air of the mine should pass near the fur- 
nace. Now, in maintaining an ordinary amount of ventilation with the 
furnace, the air-ways between the furnace and the surface becomes so hot 
| that if the fire were suddenly extinguished the ventilation wouid continue 
| for some hours. These are facts which cannot be di by the invent 
' of any machine ventilator, and it may, therefore, be fairly asserted that 





one who really wishes to secure the safety of the men will employ a ma- 
chine ventilator, whatever theorists may say as to their superiority. There 
is another thing against the machine: to produce the same amount of ven- 
tilation as much coal must be burned to keep the machine going as to feed 
the furnace, so that the difference even in cost will be 50 per cent. against 
the machine, for the furnace has the coal on the spot, whilst to keep the 
machine going it must be brought to surface; there would, consequently, 
be drawing the coal, first cost of machine ventilator, first cost of engine to 
drive it, and cost of repairs, at least double, to be incurred with the ma- 
chine, which would be entirely saved where the furnace is the mode of 
ventilating adopted. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Jury 30,— The Coal and Iron Trades here continue quiet; although 
they cannot be reported brisk, yet a better tone appears to prevail—there 
are not so many complaints at the collieries of deficient enfployment, and 
the ironworks are generally well employed. The strike still continues at 
the Ashington Colliery, and the men c’ with riot at this place were 
tried before Mr. Justice Mellor yesterday, when the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty — Burrell, Thompson, and Arkle, and of not guilty against 
Scott and Hay. The sentence of the Court against the three first-named 
was that they be kept to hard labour for nine calendar months. 

The large rolling-mill, erected at Jarrow recently, was formally opened 
on Tuesday week, and it appears to give every promise of complete suc- 
cess. The mill is one of the most powerful in the North of England, hav- 
ing four farnaces and every modern improvement, and also some novel 
arrangements, which will materailly facilitate the operations. It is intended 
chiefly for rolling plates for shipbuilding, &c., and is capdble of rolling 
200 plates and upwards per week. 

The British Association meeting is an absorbing topic in this district, 

It is arranged that on Saturday, Aug. 29, a geological excursion will be 
made to Cannobie, Riccarton, and Kielder, under the guidance of the 
Northern Mining Institute, and maps and sections of the country are being carefully 
prepared. A lunch will be provided by the Duke of Northumberland, at Kielder 
Castile, for a limited number. On Sept. 3, it is intended to visit Cleveland to see the 
fron mines and ironworks, and the mayor and corporation of Middiesborough will hos- 
pitably provide a luncheon for the members. Under the guidance of Mr. Sopwith, an 
excursion will be made to Allenheads, to visit the lead mines; and Mr. Wentworth 
Beaumont, M.P., has very hospitably offered to entertain the members to breakfast 
and luncheon. ; 
One of the most remarkable men connected with the iron trade of the 
North died on Saturday week; we allude to Mr. John Abbott, the head 
of the firm carried on under this name in Gateshead for the last sixty 
years. He had reached the good old age of seventy-nine years, having been what is 
termed a self-made man. He commenced life in a very humble way, his father having 
been atinner and brazier, to which business he succeeded, He, however, gradually ex- 
tended his business, and commenced the manufacture of chains and anchors, also engine 
building and iron and brass casting,&c. The works at the time of his death, and during 
many years previously, being on the most extensive scale, upwards of 1200 men and 
boys being employed at the Park Works, Gateshead. These works are justly celebrated 
for the excellence of their productions—the workmanship in all the different branches 
carried on, which are multifarious, being of a first-rate character. The habits of the 
late Mr. Abbott were most remarkable. His attention to business was constant and 
unremitting; for many years he regularly made his appearance at the works at eight 
o’clock in the morning, where he remained until four o'clock. He was most successful 
in all his undertakings, and amassed a large sum of money. He was conspicuous for 
bis kindness and consideration to his numerous workmen and agents, and for acts of 
private benevolence. 

A most interesting gathering took place at Gilesgate Moor, near Dur- 
ham, on Saturday last, to celebrate the first annive of the Durham 
District of the Northumberland and Durham Miners’ Permanent Relief 
Fund. The use of the tent was kindly granted by the owners of Hetton-le- 
Hole Colliery. Mr. Willis, resident viewer of Grange Collleries, occupied the chair at 
first, but after opening the proceedings was called away on business, and Mr. Bramwell, 
the Recorder for Durham, officiated as Chairman for the remainder of the evening. Mr, 
H. Taylor, of Newcastle, honorary secretary,in an argumentative speech, supported the 
objects of the fund. The address was a very effective one, and was received with great 
applause. He was followed by Mr. J. Richardson, of Newcastle, honorary member of 
the executive committee, who congratulated them on the success which had attended 
their efforts as a district inconnection with the fand. He showed that during the past 
year they had found that the self-reliant principle, and a practical self-government in- 
stitution, bad worked in a manner that was entirely to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
They were in sucha position as assured them that they would beable to carry out tothe 
fullest extent all the benefits promised by their rules. Their members during the year 
had increased to something like 8000, and each quarter they were receiving new mem- 
bers. Mr. Alex. Blyth, of Dudley, general secretary of the society, read the financial 
statement, which was of a highly encouraging nature, showing a large surplus in favour 
of the fund, and other gentlemen addressed the meeting, which was of a most harmonious 
and pleasant character. 

The large rolling-mill recently erected at Jarrow by the Messrs. Palmer has been 
opened. The mill is one of the most powerful in the North of England, has four fur- 
naces, and can roll 200 plates in a week. Jarrow is really rising to be a wonderful 
place. Ironstone is brought there in a rough state from the Yorkshire mines, and after 
being put throngh all manner of processes leaves the works in numerous forms—from 
the most delicate to the most complicated and bulky. 











REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jury 30.—The Iron Trade remains without any material alteration to 
report. As predicted in a previous report, the check to the Southern cause, 
and the likelihood of the long continuance of the war, have slightly affected 
the trade, and buyers are less disposed to enter into contracts within the 
last week or two. The principal ironmasters are fairly supplied with orders, 
and the works are kept going with their usual regularity. There is an 
average business doing in the steam Coal Trade, and the collieries are, upon the whole, 
moderately well employed, The house coal trade continues dull, and the current prices 
are with difficuly maintained. We believe there is no truth in the rumour that Mr, 
Thos. Brown, one of the partners in the Ebbw Vale Company, has'purchased the Cwm- 
tillery Collieries. Negociations were pending, but we are informed they were broken 
off before che sale was completed. The Pontnewydd Tinworks are about tochange bands, 
Mr. Benjamin Conway having bought the property from the trustees, and operations 
will be commenced without delay. The works have been at a standstill since the failure 
of the late Mr. Conway James. , : oe 

The proceedings in connection with the winding-up of the Llanharry 
Hematite Iron Ore Company have brought some strange circumstances 
to light which do not by any means redound to the credit of those avowedly at the head 
of the concern. The settlement of the list of contributories was further proceeded with 
on Friday last, and Sir Patrick Cusack Roney, Mr. Prancis Tothill, of Bristol, and Mr. 
H. Waring, of Neath, three of the directors, were represented by their solicitor. Onthe 
books of the company Mr. Tothill was represented as holding 275 shares, of 10/. each ; 
Sir P. Cusack Roney, 600 shares; and Mr. Waring, 100 shares. It was objected, on 
the part of the directors, that their names should be put on the list for the free shares 
given to them in consideration of their allowing their names to appear in the prespectus 
as directors. For instance, Mr. Tothili had subscribed for 25 shares only, and upon 
these he was prepared to pay the full amount of 102. per share; but as to the remaiping 
250 shares in his name, it was con that he was not liable by reason of his not 
having formally accepted them. On the other hand, it was held that inasmuch as Mr. 
Tothill’s interest in the undertaking on the books of the company for 27501., 
Sir P. C. Roney for 6000/., and Mr. Waring for 1000/., and this as for shares taken 
bona fide, and inasmuch as if the concern turned out a paying one, they would have re- 
ceived dividends upon the whole of these shares, it was argued that they ought to be 
included in the list of contributories. It was also urged that the fact of these three 
gentlemen being directors, their well-known respectability, their names being repre- 
sented on the books as so largely interested in the concern, had induced many parties 
to become shareholders, who relied npon the good faith of the representations made to 
them. The farther consideration of the matter was adjourned to Monday next, when 
the directors would be examined as to the part they took in the affairs of thecompany.

Another emission of gas (the second within 18 months) took place a few days since 
in the hard coal seam at Shipley Colliery, the property of Mr. A. M. Mundy. About 
eleven o'clock in the day gas was discovered issuing from the floor of No. 2 stall, about 
half-way up the benk; as soon as the men perceived it in their lamps they went to the 
pit bottom, and the bailiff went back and found the No, 2 gate fall of gas for 100 yards 
from the gate end. It was nearly two hours before the benk gates, &c., were free from 
the gas, bat, thanks to the use of safety-lamps, and the free ventilation, it all passed off 
without accident of any kind. Sudden emissions of gas in large quantities, occurring, 
like the present, at intervals, and without any kind of warning, are a sufficient refata- 
tion of the theory that such outbursts do not exist, and are at the same time ample proof 
of the absolute necessity for the use of safety-lamps for daily work, in pits in any way 
subject to their influence. 

The New Chesterfield and Silkstone Company have not succeeded in developing their 
works with the capital which was originally subscribed, and it is pretty confidently anti- 
cipated that they will require further capital. They have found a greater quantity of 
water than what they calculated upon, and where this great enemy to coal mining is 
abundantly found both capita! and skill are frequently tested to the utmost. 

The railway traffics, so far as minerals are concerned, are on the increase ; and, doubtless, 
if trade were to revive, they would far exceed in amount the returns of any previous year, 








THE INFLAMMABLE MINERALS, 


In treating upon Mineralogical Classification, in a paper read before the 
Royal Physical Society of Edinburgh, Mr. Andrew Taylor remarks that 
classifications based merely on analogy, however apparently symmetrical, 
in reality retard the progress of science. Modern chemical research ap- 
pears to indicate faults of this nature in our present systems of mineralo- 
gical classification. We have too exclusively given over minerals to the 
domain of the crystallographer and the chemist. Our mineralogical treatises are thus 
very much a series of mathematical and chemical formalw. We have defined a mineral 
to be a substance possessing a definite chemical composition and geometric form. Does 
this definition really meet the circumstances of nature? Recent chemical analyses, and 
the application of the mi pe to the probl of physical geology, by Bryson, Sorby, 
and others, appear to show that this definition must beenlarged. If minerals shall ever 
serve to indicate the character of the great physical and chemical perturbations that 
have eliminated our mountain masses—as fossils have told the story of past life on the 
globe—our nomenclature must be enlarged to suit their new application. 

The examination of what is given in our mineralogical treatises as “the infam- 
mables ” will show how artificial our present classification is. In it we have sulphur, 
coal, the resins, the inflammuble saits—-minerals no doubt possessing one physical cha- 
racter in common, but differing wide as the poles asunder in their othercharacters. Nor 
are the subdivisions of the order more satisfactory, as is weil known from the repeated 
recurrence in our legal courts of the question—* What is coal?” Chemistry has been 
mainly relied on in considering this query. Buta little study of the order will convince 
us that the foundations on which we build our individaal discriminations of the various 
Rees Sees 0S NS eae ek eee, 4 Caen eaten eaiey cence bepweat 
minerals of the order otherwise manifestly of very different properties. Thus,certain va- 
rieties of bitumen and Cannel coal are nearly identical in chemical composition. Again, 
peat, coal, the bitamens, the ambers, are all under the same chemical category ; but rea- 
soning based on such an analogy may lead us into serious practical mistakes. Thus it 
has been generally assumed that bitumen and coal were of vegetable origin. Now, it 
has been indisputably proved that the petroleum of Canada is of animal origin—the 
animal remains of the coral-builders of the Silurian and Old Red Sandstone reefs of the 
American continent yielding the material whence it is derived. Again, many shales 
must have ovtained their bitaminous character from animal remains, as is shown both 
by their embedded fossils an! their juxtaposition with limestone beds, richly fossilifer- 
ous. Some shale bads are entirely composed of trilobites, or small fossil shells, while 
others, which have been used for the distillation of paraffin oil, lie immediately above 
rich!y organic limestone beds. The classification which would make shale and coal im- 
perceptibly merge into one another, mainly because of a chemical similarity, is clearly 
erroneous, Might not the organised structure visible in certain rocks be employed as a 
distinctive feature in arranging this order? We would have little difficulty in distin- 
guishing two great classes of rocksand minerals: first, those indubitably showing by the 
miscroscope their organic texture; and, secondly, those which, while they do not exhibit 
microscopic structure, yet clearly indicate, by their ch i position, a secondary 
organic derivation. We might thus create one greet order, and as important a sub-order. 
The order would include the limestones and the various varieties of coal, including peat, 
anthracite, Cannel coal. The sub-order would comprise the bitumens, ambers, &c.; in 
short, with the exception of sulphur, all the genera included in the seventh order. The 
species and varieties of bitaumens and resins would thus be more easily capable of spe- 
cific subdivision. The animal or vegetable origin of the bitumen family might thus be 
left open, and shales would not be confounded with coal. The bringing together of two 
such apparently different bodies as |imestone and coal is merely a popular objection to 
our general proposal. By following the prth of inductive science, light might be obtained 
on many dark questions in petrology. As a sample, the microscopist now detects bitu- 
minous globules in rock crystal; let him apply his art to cale-spar and the conjoined 
families, and what curious resemblance to minerals, from which they are apparently 
very different, may he not discover, 

We might, too, relegate into a distinct class the Torbanehill mineral, the albertite of 
Pictou, and the mineral of St. John, N. B. —bdituminous substances, the true nature of 
which has been the cause of so much discussion amongst scientific men. In the opinion 
of many most competent observers, these minerals exhibit no microscopic structure simi- 
lar to coal; while several able chemists affirm that their chemical composition differs 
from both coal and bitumen, and they are unique in affording, commercially, valuable 
substances, whence the industrialist may profitably extract paraffin oil. Such minerals, 
and any similar substances which may yet be discovered, deserve to be more clearly 
disjoined than they have been from the ordinary mass of Cannel coals or bitumens. 














Birumrinovus SHALES OF LINLITHGOWSHIRE AND EDINRURGHSHIRE,— 
An interesting paper upon this subject was read before the Royal Physical 
Society of Edinburgh, by Mr. Andrew Taylor, who, after thoroughly dis- 
cussing the various points of the question, concludes that:—1. The Scot- 
tish Carboniferous system is probably of much earlier age than the true English coal 
measures, being physically more united with the Upper Old Red Sandstone series. Fur- 
ther research may probably yet prove the Scottish Carboniferous and Upper Old Red se- 
ries of rocks to correspond with the English Mountain Limestone series in reality, and 
form one formation.—2. The strata east and west of Bathgate are the underlying beds 
of the Scottish series, and must de taken as covering a great lapse of time prior to the 
deposition of the upper fresh-water coal formation of Lanarkshire.—3. The petralogical 
pecularities of the strata around Torbanehill are such as to justify us in assigning a dis- 
tinet method of formation t> a mineral which neither physically, chemically, nor micro- 
scopically possesses the characteristics of a true coal.—4. The Torbanehill mineral is 
diffused over a limited area; a distinct statigraphica! position cannot, therefore, be as- 
signed to it in any general synopsis of the Scottish coal measures. 

Tue Prevention or SteAM-BorLer Expiostons.—At the last monthly 
meeting of the executive committee, held at the offices, Corporation-street, 
Manchester, on Tuesday (Mr. W. Fairbairn in the chair), Mr. L. E. 
Fletcher, chief engineer, presented his report, of which the following is an 
abstract :—One explosion, by which ten persons were killed and four other injured, oc- 
curred to an ordinary mill boiler of the two-flued Lancashire class. The cause of the 
explogion has twice been investigated before a coroner’s jury, conducted in each instance 
by a different coroner, on account of the localities in which the deaths occurred. Atthe 
first trial one scientific witness gave it as his opinion that there were no traces of there 
having been any deficiency of water, but that the safety-vaive had been deranged and 
inoperative; while at the second trial another scientific witness thought the safety-valve 
had worked quite “ glibly,” and that shortness of water had caused the explosion. A 
verdict of “ Accidental death” was brought in in each instance. The evidence given at 
the inquest, as well as the examination of the furnace-crowns, made by myself, forbids 
the conclusion that the explosion was caused by a deficiency of water, while the fact that 
the shell, which should have been stronger than the tubes, rent into a number of small 
pieces, while the tubes did not collapse, shows that the explosion was not due to exces- 
sive pressure, but to the defective quality of the plates of which the boiler, on examina- 
tion, was found tohave been made. In conclusion, the attention of our members may be 
specially called to the short-sighted economy of purchasing low-priced boilers, errone- 
ously termed “ cheap,” which leaves the maker no alternative but to use plates of infe- 
rior quality, a practice not only detrimental to the interests of the steam user, but also 
unfair to the honest boiler maker; and the importance of having all boilers thoroughly 
tested with hydraulic pressure. This had never been done with the boiler under con- 
sideration ; hed the test been applied, there can be little doubt that the inferior quality 
of the plates would have been detected, and the explosion prevented. 


Coneoress or MecuanicaL Enorneers.—The annual congress of me- 
chanical engineers is to meet in Liverpool, on Tuesday, the 4th of next month, and its 
sittings will extend over the Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday of that week. An em- 
client and active local committee has been formed. Mr. William Clay, managing part- 
ner of the Mersey Steel and Iron works, having been appointed its chairman, and Mr. 
William Stubbs its secretary. The arrangements have been all but completed, and 
these are such as to give assurances of a highly interesting meeting. The congress is 
to assemble each morning in the Concert-room, St. George's Hall, where papers will be 
read and discussed, after which excursions will be made for the purpose of examining 
the noteworthy establishments in Liverpool and its vicinity. The steam-tender Saiel- 
lite has been most kindly placed at the service of the committee by Mr. C. Mac Iver, and 
the railway companies offer ever facility to the members for visiting the various places 
of interest. The programme of proceedings bas not yet been officially announced, but 
we understand the following, among other places, will be visited,:—The Mersey Steel 
and Iron Works; Messrs. Laird’s shipbuilding-yard ; Bibby’s Copper Works, at the 
Great Float; the Dock Board's chain-testing machine; the North Docks. Visits of in- 
spection will also be made to the Plaje-glass Works at St. Helens; Messrs. Pearson and 
Knowles’ Collieries, near Wigan, and to the Kirkiess-hall Ironworks ; and also to the 
London and North-Western Railway Company’s Locomotive Works at Crewe. Dur- 
ing the meeting there will bea grand banquet in St. George’s Hall, under the auspices 
of Mr. Robert Napier, of Glasgow, the president of the institution, and, so far as can be 
gathered from present appearances, the meeting promises to be highly interesting and 
guecessfal. The last year was held in the Mansion-house, London, and was in 
all respects very interesting.—jiverpool Albion.

QUMNANGEN.— Lode E: In the 10 fm. level the lode is about 1 ft. wide; it is not quite 
so rich as before, but still yields good work, and looks very kindly; the ground is also 
very favourable for progress. In the 20 fm. level our operations are wholly confined to 
tribute on the different small shoots of ore laid open during the last year. The same 
remark may also be applied to the workings above the 10 and other shallow parts of the 
mine.

Inthe western 
new ground the lode in the chiflon is kindly. On the whole, the mine is now looking 
very promising. 

Unitrep Mexican.—Guanaxuato, June 16: Mine of Jesus Maria y Jose: 
There has been little change in the state of the mine since last report. The buscones’ 
giles have increased in amount, but the mine sales have decreased, as little more ore is 
extracted by the regular miners than is required for the supply of the four haciendas. 
A pozo has been opened in the back on the ore in San Cristobal, and probably ore exists 
to the alte or bajo. A quantity of fair ore is obtained from the two frentes of Santiago 
going north, and in the south frente the ore is about 3 varas broad, and yields a fair 
quantity. In La Trinidad the frentes of Los Angelos and Burgos are giving a consider- 
able quantity of fair ore, and several other points worked by the regular miners produce 
more or less abundantly. Of the works in the hands of the buscones, La Purisima, which 
produced the richest ore, has fallen off as to quality, but increased in quantity. Some 
other works of exploration in the same direction are being prosecuted. Generally alarge 
amount of ore is obtained by the buscones. The shaft has been sunk 30 varas, and about 
20 varas more will complete the depth which it is intended to reach, and cross-cuts will 
soon be driven which will open out much new ground for examination. The extraction 
in four weeks has been 3350 cargas by buscones, and 61533 cargas by the regular miners. 
The former sold for $15,335 (halfon the mine account), and of the latter 1280 cargas sold 
have produced $2739, The rest, including the best class, has been sent to the haciendas 
for reduction. The profit on the month of May amounts to $9732, including a raspa from 
the hacienda of Noria Alta, which gave $7°623, and'we have received this month a raspa 
from the hacienda of Duran, worth (duties deducted) $9060. Thecost of sinking the shaft, 
which is heavy, of course, lessens the profits.—Mine of La Trinidad: This mine is being 
worked in a very limited degree. / 

Pacnuca.—June 24: San Juan shaft is sunk 27 varas below San Jorge 
level, and the men have been employed during the month opening the plat; after it is 
completed, which I expect will be next week, I shall put them to drive south, to inter- 
sect the lode; we have again met with some native silver in some small veins in the 
plat.

“ Turee-Fourtus In VALUE.” —The 192d sect. of the Bankruptcy Act, 
1861 (24 and 25 Vict. c. 134), directs that acomposition deed must be signed “ by three- 
fourths in value of the creditors.” Proceedings in outlawry being taken against the 
defendant in the action King v. Randall, in the Common Pleas, he moved to set them 
aside on the ground that he was protected by a deed under this section. The question 
in dispute was whether the “ three-fourths” included secured as well as unsecured debts. 
The Court, without deciding either way, made the rule absolute to stay the proceedings 
in outlawry, leaving the parties to contest the validity of the deed as they thought proper. 


SmruLatep TRANSFER OF SHAaRES.—In 7¢ Cameron’s Coalbrook Com- 
pany.—A winding-up order having been made in 1851, the official manager, in 1863, 
applied to revise the list of contributories by inserting the name of Ebenezer Hunt,a 
former shareholder, who had transferred his shares in 1848, on the ground that the 
alleged transfer was not bona fide. Hunt having refused to be examined as to the cir- 
cumstances under which the transfer was made, insisting that it was too late to go into 
the transaction, it was held by the Master of the Rolls that, having regard to the lapse 
of time, the official manager must show that he had reasonable grounds for examining 
into the transaction, and that he had recently acquired his information; but that, if 
this were shown, Hunt must submit to be examined. 





Coxvicrton or A Co“tieryY MANnaGer ror Breacu or THe MINING 
Acr.—At the Barnsley Court-house, on Wednesday, Mr. John Booth 
Platts, manager of the Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery, was charged, at the 
instance of a workman named John Marsland, with refusing to allow John 
Normansell to take an account of the weight of the coal.—Normansell said that he had 
been employed at the Wharncliffe Colliery since 1859, and since the Act of 1860 had come 
into operation the men had appointed him weigher. He had looked after the weighing 
at No. 1 shaft until it was closed, on July 4. From that time up to the 15th he was 
confined to his house by illness. On the 16th, he went to the colliery to resume work, 
and, on going to No, 2 shaft to look after the weighing, the defendant would not allow 
him to go intothe weigh-room. For the defence, it was argued that in consequence of 
the closing of No. 1 shaft the defendant, who had been working under an agreement 
made with the proprietors in 1859, ceased to be in their employ from July 4; andas the 
Act required that the person appointed by the workmen to take an account of the weigh- 
ing should be a “ person for the time being employed in such coal mine,” Normansell 
was properly prohibited by the steward from going into the weigh-house.—After a lengthy 
discussion, the magistrates decided that Normansell’s appointment was perfectly legal, 
4nd they should fine the defendant, Is. with costs. 


Mixe Borter Exprosroy.—On Monday an inquest was held on Thos. 
Bosanko, aged 57, who died on Saturday from the effects of injuries received that day, 
from the explosion of a boiler of Lyle’s engine, at North Wheal Basset. The deceased 
was engineman; ard although generally a careful, steady man, it was thought that the 
accident was due to some incaution on his part in letting the water get too low. 
Happily, he was the only person who received any injury, but the boiler-house was in 
® moment made a complete ruin, the roof being blown off, the wall at each end of the 
boiler being thrown down, and other walls similarly damaged. The jury returned a 
verdict of “ Accidental Death.”

VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES. 

It has long been admitted that theoretically machine ventilation is supe- 
rior to furnace ventilation, inasmuch as there is something very anomalous 
in introducing an enormous furnace into a colliery, in which the greatest 
enemy to be contended with is an inflammable gas of the most destructive 
character, but in practice it has hitherto been found that, from the great 
difficulty in obtaining anything like the theoretical quantity of air by a me- 
chanical contrivance, it is preferable to rely upon the furnace as the smaller 
of two evils. It is only within the last few months that the success 
achieved at the West Ardsley Colliery has afforded some tangible evidence 
that coal cutting by machinery can be satisfactorily and economically sub- 
stituted for hand labour, and it is now stated that at the same colliery a sys- 
tem of mechanical ventilation is in operation which promises ening | 
results. ‘The West \rdsley ventilator is the invention of Messrs. Ridley 
and Jones, and may be briefly described as a modification of some of the 
more approved forms of centrifugal pumps; such modifications, however, 
being of so important a nature that no difficulty is found in passing 100,000 
cubic feet of air per minute with a comparatively small apparatus, pro- 
pelled by no more than a 15-horse power steam-engine. ‘The top of the 
upcast shaft is closed from the external air, and placed in direct communi- 
cation with the centre of the apparatus itself, the opening between the shaft 
and apparatus being of the full size of the shaft itself, and so constructed 
as not to interfere with the passage of the air. 

The apparatus consists of a series of spiral chambers, which rotate upon 
an axis carried in suitable bearings. ‘lhe spiral chambers are thus pro- 
duced,—the periphery of the apparatus is not cylindrical, but is formed 
with openings, by preference four, in planes radiating from the centre of 
the apparatus. The circumference of the apparatus is closed, except at these 
openings, by four curved plates, if there be four opening or outlets, each 
plate springing from the inner end of one opening to the outer end of the 
next. The apparatus when in use is caused to rotate with considerable 
velocity in such a direction that a partial vacuum shall be produced in the 
spiral chambers, by which means the air is drawn from the upcast shaft 
into the apparatus, and escapes by the several outlets. It is found in prac- 
tice that the apparatus works most efficiently in a vertical position, but it 
is obvious that it may also be placed horizontally by arranging the centre 
of the apparatus over the upcast shaft, and closing the opposite side ; the 
position of the axle and bearings being necessarily suitably varied. 

The dimensions of the apparatus, which must be published in order to 
enable an opinion of the efficiency of the machine to be formed, are: —Dia- 
meter from outermost point of two opposite chambers in feet; distance from 
centre of axis to inner end of chamber in feet; size of central openings to 
shaft, one on each side, in feet; width of periphery in feet; width of near- 
est axis in feet; total weight of apparatus in cwts.; and the number of re- 
volutions per minute to produce a current of 100,000 cubic feet per minute. 
The extent of workings in the colliery at which the apparatus is applied 
must also be made known, and also the length of time that the apparatus 
has been in continued daily use, without requiring any repair or atten- 
tion whatever. 








Coturery VENTILATION.*—We are at all times glad to notice records 
of the experience of practical men, more especially when, as in the book 
before us, the assertions and suggestions put forward bear evidence on the 
face of them that the great objeet in view has been to benefit a class of 
workmen worthy of the best consideration.

The work displays much sound practical knowledge, 
which is all arranged in an admirable and readable style, and we do not 
doubt that it will be read with pleasure, as well as profit, both by the 
working collier and by the general public.
